DARWIN, BREEDER, AND COTTAGE VARIETIES 


Culture. Bulbs should be planted 5 to 6 inches deep and not less 
than 5 inches apart. One-half inch of sand at base of bulbs will amply 
repay the trouble by the provision for drainage during wet weather. 
For forcing, bulbs should be planted as soon as received, and the 
flowers appear to better advantage if pots a trifle deeper than the 
ordinary bulb-pans are used. We recommend what are termed azalea- 
pots for this purpose. A temperature of 55 to 60 degrees is recom- 
mended, for if allowed to ‘“‘come gently,” larger flowers and longer 
stems may be had. 


Should we cover our Tulips? Tulips are the easiest of bulbous 
plants to grow. We advise, however, against covering them with any 
kind of mulch. In the first place, the bulbs do not require warmth. 
Mulches provide ideal nesting places for field mice, which seem to 
like to eat the bulbs. In mild winters mulches encourage premature 
growth. Greater damage is done to Tulips by poor drainage than by 
cold weather. Our suggestion is to make sure of a well-drained lo- 
cation for success with Tulips. 


We have been testing for the past fifteen years approximately 400 
new, rare, and standard varie ies of Darwin, Breeder, and Cottage 
Tulips at our Islip Farm. After careful checking, we find the following 
catalogued varieties to be the finest procurable either in Holland, 
England, or the United States. In offering them to our clients, we 
do it with the confidence that comes from the knowledge that there 
are no finer varieties from the standpoint of color, size of bloom, 
substance of petals, length of stems or duration of bloom.

In the garden the leaves should thoroughly mature and turn brown 
before the tops are removed. Dr. R. C. Allen reports that the d>te 
of digging the bulbs is most important. Lifted on May 1 and replanted 
in the fall, none of the bulbs produced flowers. Approximately 20 
per cent of those lifted on May 15 produced flowers, while bulbs dug 
June 1, bloomed normally. For the particular soil on which these 
experiments were carried out, Tulips and Narcissus responded to an 
application of all types of fertilizer, a 5-10-5 mixture resulting in the 
greatest Increase In weight of the bulbs.

otanical and Species TULIPS 


American gardeners are just beginning to appreciate the resources 
of the wild Tulips or species. A wide range of brilliant color is repre- 
sented in their various forms, and they are permanent plants when 
once established. Being natives of southern Europe and western 
Asia, they are accustomed to hot, dry locations, particularly after 
blooming time, and should be given sheltered locations exposed to 
the sun, with the freest possible drainage. Do not fertilize the soil 
nor protect them; plant them very deep and leave them alone ever 
after. These Tulips are at home on steep, gravelly slopes or well- 
drained, sunny places in large rock gardens, but most of them are too 
large and too gorgeous for the tiny rockery. They bloom early and 
continue for many days. Plant them in clumps, not in serried ranks, 
and you will bless the day you bought them.
